table  at  which  the  inters  gating  Sergeant  was  sitting.  After  this 
interrogation  I  ’.vas  brought  back  to  the  cell.  On  Monday,  August  16, 
in  the  afternoon  I  was  transported  by  car  from  the  ?.  office  to  the 
prison  at  Sibolga  ard  locked  up  in  a  cell  (a  3  personsono). 

On  August  25  I  was  interrogated  once  more  at  the  !’.*  .  office 
concerning  the  presence  of  secret  radio-transmitters  in  TAPANOELI. 
During  this  interrogation  the  sub-commander  of  the  M,p.  present, 
threatened  to  have  me  "Handled"  once  more.  However,  I  was  not  ill- 
treated  this  tine.  After  this  date  I  was  interrogated  no  more. 

After  having  been  imprisoned  for  about  3  months  I  was  transported 
by  bus  to  Medan  and  locked  up  in  the  prison  together  with  the  resident 
van  der  H2YDEN  and  the  Controller  VIj&SR,  who  had  been  brought  to 
oIBOLGA  in  the  month  of  August  1943  and  who  had  been  locked 'up  in  a  cell 
next  to  mine. 


During  the  trip  from  3IBOLOA  to  TAR03K>£J3  our  hands  were  tied 
behind  our  backs.  After  having  been  untiedfar  a  short  time  we  were 
again  tied  by  means  of  a  rope  around  both  u  per  arms.  This  took  place 
in  front  of  the  .  office  at  TARO  ITOBMG. 


9  November  1943,  we  were  transferred  to  the  prison  situated  at  the 
eloctrioitcits-eg,  I.edan  and  from  t:  is  place  after  no  further  ciuestion- 
mg,  were  transported  to  the  internment- camp  B2LA.AN  "STAT3  on 'the 
10th  of  November.

The  wounds 
resulting  from  this  i 11 treatment  rare  not  attended  to. 

On  Tuesday,  10  August,  I  vas  again  given  the  same  treatment  in

After  having  been  imprisoned  for  about  3  months  I  was  transported 
by  bus  to  Medan  and  locked  up  in  the  prison  together  with  the  resident 
van  der  REVDEN  and  the  Controller  VIj&ER,  who  had  been  brought  to 
SIBOLGA  in  the  month  of  August  1943  and  who  had  baen  locked  up  in  a  cell 
next  to  mine. 

During  the  trip  from  SIBOLGA  to  TAROETOiJG  our  hands  were  tied 
behind  our  beck3.  After  having  been  untiedfar  a  short  time  we  wore 
again  tied  by  means  of  a  rope  around  both  upper  arms.

"l6  April  1%2  betw.en  12  and  1  o'clock  pm.  (we  internees  at  the  moment 
were  locked  up  in  our  cells)  a  number  of  armed  Japanese  entered  the 
prison  and  had  the  3  nen  pat  into  iron  transport-handcuffs  by  t  ie 
native  prison  guarjc ,  who  subsequently  too'.:  them  away  mtn  them.  They 
were  transported  on  an  open  freight  truck  in  the  direction  of  Padang 
Sidompcoan.  ..bout  half  an  hour  later  a  Japanese  soldier  entered  the 
prison  and  returneithe  ir.-n  trans  eort-handouf fs  .  M  m 
™  learned  from  K  o  prison  personnel  mid  from  other  reliable  police 
constables  oho  Here  in  charge  of  our  guarding,  that  these  3  military 
men  were  executed  on  the  heach  near  the  works  at  biabOh. 

It  la  said  that  afterwards  the  bodies  -.ere  beheaded  and  thrown 
into  the  sea.  ..ccording  to  a  statement  of  tie  Jailer  the  names  of  the 
above  mentioned  military  men  were:

The  H.C.  1st  lieutenant  vSGIT  HYK 
HYICbiN,  who  is  still  missing,  I  recognised  from  a  photograp.i  shown  to  me 
by  Iks.  3Y6HSN  as  a  picture  of  her  husband.  He  was  one  of  those 
military  men  executed  by  the  Japanese  at  oIBOLO.-  on  16  April  19h-o. 

On  a  certain  day  between  20  and  30  April  194?.. J  do  not  recollect

First  lle  -.srs.  DINS-.  -:s  and  UATiLS  nere  interned  together  with  us  in  one 
cell,  but  were  taken  out  next  morning  and  locked  up  in  a  cell  in  which 
were  already  present  5  British  or  -'Australian  Military  men,  W1° 
occupation  of  bin-a^ore  had  succeeded  to  escape  to  ,£Ju.G  via  R-WGAT. 
Sailing  along  the  coast  these  men  were  caught  by  the  Japanese  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  3IBOLGA. 

At  5  o'clock  in  the  aftern:on  of  the  day  on  which  Messrs.  DINGj—JS, 
MATHJ3  and  the  5  Britishers  were  locked  up  together,  a  number  of  Japanese 
armed  with  rifles  appeared  and  took  Messrs.  D_l:G.l— iiS  and  with 

them.  They  v?ere  dre-sed  in  prison  clothes.  Later  on  we  learned  that 
Messrs.  DINGillJ©  and  -l*T.hJb  ,md  also  the  5  Britishers  were  put  in  a 
prawoo  at  3JB0LG/»  and  were  executed  on  the  teach  near  ACH3EN  Residency 
in  full  view  of  the  n  tives.
